By this Thine Almighty power, I 
beseech Thee, grant to me, a sinner, to ap- 
proach this holy Sacrifice with fear and trem- 
bling, with purity of heart and streams of 
tears, with spiritual gladness and heavenly joy. 
May my mind feel the sweetness of Thy most 
blessed presence, and the guardianship of Thy 
holy Angels round about me. Amen.

FIRST COMMANDMENT*. 

Being less ashamed of sinning before God 
than of confessing our sin ; repeating a sin, 
from the feeling that it would be as easy to 
confess a frequent as a solitary fault; giving 
our first waking thoughts to anything but God ; 
neglecting to make our peace with Him in the 
evening, but presuming on the expectation of 
another day; giving way to repining; feeling 
as though He were dealing more hardly with 
us than with others ; resisting or not yielding 
readily to the good thoughts He sends ; neg- 
lecting to offer our actions to Him ; doing and 
saying things merely in order to be praised, or 
to please ourselves, with no consideration of 
right and wrong ; allowing our hearts in self- 

* The following suggestions may perhaps be found 
useful by recalling some of those sins which are easily 
unnoticed or forgotten. It may be remembered that 
any outward helps to self-examination must always be 
very slight and imperfect; and that (in the words of 
one much revered) "every one really in earnest will 
virtually have a set of questions for his own parti- 
cular use." 

The more open and gross breaches of God's law are 
not here set down, being plainly mentioned in the 
words of each commandment 
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praise, especially in comparison with others; 
depending on our own goodness, cleverness, 
amiability, &c. ; lukewarm in His work ; soon 
weary of it ; not pleased at others surpassing 
us in it ; consciously keeping back something 
instead of sacrificing all to Him ; allowing our 
minds to dwell on the troubles and difficulties 
of our life, rather than on its blessings, and 
thereby nourishing an unthankful spirit ; omit- 
ting prayers or other religious exercises ; not 
endeavouring earnestly to perform them right- 
ly ; not asking for help to do so ; vain, proud 
of anything belonging to us ; speaking much 
of ourselves or our family, especially to gain 
praise ; obstinate, impatient of what humbles 
us ; unwilling to be less considered than others. 

SECOND COMMANDMENT. 

Not submitting our judgment entirely to that 
of the Church ; allowing our minds to dwell 
on the false opinions held by others ; reading 
the writings of those not sound in the faith ; 
allowing the outward circumstances of public 
worship, the individual priest, the building, the 
music, the behaviour of the congregation, to 
hinder our earnest and devout attention to the 
service; concealing or slurring over anything 
we believe out of regard to man in word 01 

E 
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deed ; neglecting to refer all to Christ as our 
Mediator, and to take all from Him as person- 
ally present ; not trying to realise God's omni- 
presence, especially at times of prayer ; making 
an idol of any person ; thinking more of his 
affection, help, protection, &c, than of God's ; 
too inconsolable at losing them; making an 
idol of money, by allowing it to engross our 
thoughts and occupy too much our time; by 
discontent at losing it ; or otherwise. 

THIRD COMMANDMENT. 

Using any expression whose original meaning 
related to the Holy Name ; not refraining from 
a jest when it relates to holy things or words ; 
quoting the Bible with reference to worldly 
matters ; giving way to careless or wilful wan- 
dering in prayer in Church ; speaking on reli- 
gious subjects without trying to feel them ; not 
trying to feel reverent in Church ; not honour- 
ing God's priests in word and in thought; 
being less outwardly reverent when alone than 
with others; telling a lie; exaggerating; not 
taking pains to be exactly accurate in relating 
things ; making a show of more religion than 
we have ; allowing it to be supposed that we use 
more religious exercises, are living in a holier 
state, &c, than we are ; doing things to be 
leen of men ; dealing deceitfully with our own 
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heart ; not seriously calling ourselves to account 
how we have kept our Baptismal, our Confir- 
mation, our Eucharistical, or other vows ; be- 
having so as to make the Holy Name which 
we bear blasphemed. 

FOURTH COMMANDMENT. 

Neglecting due preparation and confession 
before Holy Communion; not confessing to 
man if necessary, but omitting such confession 
because disliked ; when practised, not perform- 
ing it to the best of our ability ; not as earnest 
in seeking opportunities of receiving the Holy 
Communion as we should be in seeking our 
daily food; not going to Church, especially 
on Sundays and holydays ; neglecting to keep 
Sunday holy, and as a day unlike other days ; 
reading books, newspapers, &c, unfit for the 
day, or doing anything about which we have 
a scruple ; making no difference in our thoughts 
and conversation between it and other days ; 
not observing festivals and fasts in some real 
way ; not giving our whole time to God, and, 
to this end, keeping some account of it ; not 
doing on the week-days all that we have to 
do, as to Him ; and on Sunday also, according 
[ to the difference; neglecting to cultivate our 
j alents ; being slothful in body or mind ; not 
I doing things at the right time; wasting time 

1 
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in idleness, or making others waste it ; not 
thinking enough of our Christian privileges. 

FIFTH COMMANDMENT. 

Failing in love, honour, obedience, consi- 
deration, gratitude to parents or those in their 
place ; speaking of them without due respect ; 
neglecting to obey him who has the care of our 
souls ; not honouring all clergy ; not loving 
and honouring the Queen and Royal Family ; 
repeating stories to their discredit ; not paying 
due respect to old people, and to those in 
higher station than ourselves ; neglecting to care 
for the souls and bodies of our children, ser- 
vants, tenants, work-people, &c ; neglecting to 
pray for all these, also for our godchildren. 

SIXTH COMMANDMENT. 

Wanting in love to husband or wife, brothers 
and sisters, or other near relations ; not bear- 
ing with their faults and making allowance for 
them ; forgetting that all Christians are mem- 
bers of Christ, and not treating them as such ; 
being angry without sufficient cause; taking 
offence ; easily provoked ; being sullen ; bear- 
ing malice ; wishing for vexations to others, or 
not sorry for them ; thinking evil of others ; 
giving way to impatience at others' stupidity, 
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and speaking hastily; being put out at not 
having our own way ; neglecting to give sym- 
pathy, or not caring whether we receive it ; 
nourishing jealousy, or personal dislike or preju- 
dice ; provoking or in any way tempting others 
to sin, or not watching lest we do so ; not tell- 
ing them of their faults when it is clearly our 
duty, or speaking more severely than is need- 
ful ; not as glad for others' good as our own ; 
neglecting our own or others' health. 

SEVENTH COMMANDMENT. 

Allowing ourselves to look at, or listen to, or 
draw near to, or imagine anything which occa- 
sions thoughts of which we should be ashamed 
if known ; giving way to such thoughts ; being 
selfish in our pleasures ; not keeping rules in 
diet, dress, sleep, &c. ; thinking much of bodily 
comfoit; grudging trouble, &c, that interferes 
with it; lying down, using easy chairs, &c, 
more than is needful ; being slothful and un- 
willing to give ourselves trouble ; caring too 
much to have things about us in the best taste, 
of the best materials, &c ; complaining of the 
food provided for us. 

EIGHTH COMMANDMENT. 

Careless about money ; spending too much 
in trifles ; not giving at least a tenth directly 
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to God and His poor ; careless about repaying 
what we have borrowed ; not being ready to 
give and glad to distribute ; being unwilling to 
lend to others ; not taking care of what is lent 
to us ; prying into things we have no right to 
know ; interfering in other people's affairs ; 
not being careful to give others the full amount 
of credit, honour, consideration due to them ; 
grudging what we give or rightly spend. 

NINTH COMMANDMENT. 

Repeating evil of others without knowing it 
to be true, or, if so knowing it, without ne- 
cessity ; misrepresenting anything said, or not 
being careful to repeat it quite accurately ; put- 
ting a bad interpretation on others' words or 
deeds ; not being sorry to hear ill of another ; 
telling any secret ; repeating to any one what a 
third person has said of him ; flattering others ; 
praising them falsely, out of good nature ; mis- 
leading others as to the character of a servant, 
or other person employed, out of good nature. 

TENTH COMMANDMENT. 

Not trying to put down the first thought of 
sin ; not trying to put away the desire for 
what God has withheld ; being annoyed at the 
sight of bodily, mental, or outward gifts in 
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others which we do not possess ; desiring to 
engross the applause or good opinion of others ; 
being discontented with, or too much lifted up 
by, our own share of things ; not making God's 
will, and not our own pleasure, our rule of 
life. 



Almighty and everlasting God, who hatest 
nothing that Thou hast made, and dost forgive 
the sins of all them that are penitent ; create 
and make in us new and contrite hearts, that 
we worthily lamenting our sins, and acknow- 
ledging our wretchedness, may obtain of Thee, 
the God of all mercy, perfect remission and 
forgiveness ; through Jesus Christ our Lord.

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H So many as intend to be partakers of the holy Com- 
munion shall signify their names to the Curate, at 
least some time the day before. 

H And if any of those be an open and notorious evil liver, 
or have done any wrong to his neighbours by word or 
deed, so that the Congregation be thereby offended ; 
the Curate, having knowledge thereof, shall call him 
and advertise him, that in any wise he presume not to 
come to the Lord's Table, until he hath openly de- 
clared himself to have truly repented and amended 
his former naughty life, that the Congregation may 
thereby be satisfied., which before were offended ; ana 
that he hath recompensed the parties, to whom he 
hath done wrong ; or at least declare himself to be in 
full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 

IT The same order shall the Curate use with those be- 
twixt whom he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign ; 
not suffering tnem to be partakers of the Lord's 
Table, until ne know them to be reconciled. And if 
one of the parties so at variance be content to forgive 
from the bottom of his heart all that the other hath 
trespassed against him, and to make amends for that 
he himself hath offended ; and the other party will 
not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain still in 
his frowardness and malice : the Minister in that 
case ought to admit the penitent person to the holy 
Communion, and not him that is obstinate. Provided 
that every Minister so repelling any, as is specified in

this, or the next precedent Paragraph of this Rubrick, 
shall be obliged to give an account of the same to the 
Ordinary within fourteen days after at the farthest. 
And the Ordinary shall proceed against the offending 
person according to the Canon. 
IT The Table, at the Communion-time having a fair 
white linen cloth upon it. shall stand in the Body of 
the Church, or in the Chancel, where Morning and 
Evening Prayer are appointed to be said. And the 
Priest standing at the North-side of the Table shall 
say the Lord's Prayer, with the Collect following, the 
people kneeling. 

Our Father which art in heaven, Hallowed 
be Thy Name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, As it is in heaven. Give us 
this day our daily bread. And forgive us our 
trespasses, As we forgive them that trespass 
against us. And lead us not into temptation ; 
But deliver us from evil. Amen. 

THE COLLECT. 

Almighty God, unto whom all hearts be 
open, all desires known, and from whom no 
secrets are hid ; Cleanse the thoughts of our 
hearts by the inspiration of Thy Holy Spirit, 
that we may perfectly love Thee, and worthily 
magnify Thy holy Name ; through Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

IT Then shall the Priest, turning to the people, rehearse 

distinctly all the TEN COMMANDMENTS; and 
the people still kneeling shall, after every Command- 
ment, ask God mercy tor their transgression thereof 
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for the time past, and grace to keep the same for the 
time to come, as followeth.

God spake these words, and said ; I am the 
Lord thy God: Thou shalt have none other 
gods but Me.

Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Remember that thou keep holy 
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the Sabbath-day. Six days shalt thou labour, 
and do all that thou hast to do ; but the 
seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy 
God. In it thou shalt do no manner of work, 
thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, thy man- 
servant, and thy maid-servant, thy cattle, and 
the stranger that is within thy gates. For in 
six days the Lord made heaven and earth, the 
sea, and all that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day : wherefore the Lord blessed the 
seventh day, and hallowed it.

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Minister, Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and in- 
cline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bour's house, thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bour's wife, nor his servant, nor his maid, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is his. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and write 
all these Thy laws in our hearts, we beseech 
Thee. 

IT Then shall follow one of these two Collects for the 
Queen, the Priest standing as before, and saying, 

Let us pray. 

Almighty God, whose kingdom is ever- 
lasting, and power infinite ; Have mercy upon 
the whole Church ; and so rule the heart of 
Thy chosen Servant VICTORIA, our Queen 
and Governour, that she (knowing whose min- 
ister she is) may above all things seek Thy 
honour and glory: and that we, and all her 
subjects (duly considering whose authority she 
hath) may faithfully serve, honour, and humbly 
obey her, in Thee, and for Thee, according to 
Thy blessed Word and ordinance; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord, who with Thee and the 
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Holy Ghost liveth and reigneth, ever one God, 
world without end. Amen. 

Or, 
Almighty and everlasting God, we are 
taught by Thy holy Word, that the hearts of 
Kings are in Thy rule and governance, and 
that Thou dost dispose and turn them as it 
seemeth best to Thy godly wisdom : We 
humbly beseech Thee so to dispose and go- 
vern the heart of VICTORIA Thy Servant, 
our Queen and Governour, that, in all her 
thoughts, words, and works, she may ever 
seek Thy honour and glory, and study to 
preserve Thy people committed to her charge, 
in wealth, peace, and godliness : Grant this, 
O merciful Father, for Thy dear Son's sake, 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

IT Then shall be said the Collect of the Day. And im- 
mediately after the Collect the Priest shall read the 
Epistle, saying, The Epistle [or, The portion of 
Scripture appointed for the Epistle] is written in 

the Chapter of beginning at the Verse* 

And the Epistle ended, he shall say, Here endeth the 
Epistle. Then shall he read the Gospel, (the people 
all standing up,) saying, The holy Gospel is written 

in the Chapter of beginning at the Verse. 

And the Gospel ended, shall be sung or said the 
Creed following, the people still standing, as before. 

I believe in one God the Father Almighty, 
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Maker of heaven and earth, And of all things 
visible and invisible : 

And in one Lord Jesus Christ, the only-be- 
gotten Son of God, Begotten of His Father 
before all worlds, God of God, Light of Light, 
Very God of very God, Begotten, not made, 
Being of one substance with the Father ; By 
whom all things were made, Who for us men, 
and for our salvation came down from heaven, 
And was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the 
Virgin Mary, And was made man, And was 
crucified also for us under Pontius Pilate. He 
suffered and was buried, And the third day He 
rose again according to the Scriptures, And 
ascended into heaven, And sitteth on the right 
hand of the Father. And He shall come again 
with glory to judge both the quick and the 
dead : Whose kingdom shall have no end. 

And I believe in the Holy Ghost, The Lord 
and Giver of life, Who proceedeth from the 
Father and the Son, Who with the Father and 
the Son together is worshipped and glorified, 
Who spake by the Prophets. And I believe 
one Catholic and Apostolic Church. I acknow- 
ledge one Baptism for the remission of sins, 
And I look for the Resurrection of the dead, 
and the life of the world to come. Amen. 
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IT Then the Curate shall declare unto the people what 
Holy-days, or Fasting-days, are in the week follow- 
ing to be observed. And then also (if occasion be) 
shall notice be given of the Communion; and Briefs, 
Citations, and Excommunications read. And nothing 
shall be proclaimed or published in the Church, during 
the time of Divine Service, but by the Minister : nor 
by him any thing, but what is prescribed in the Rules 
of this Book, or enjoined by the Queen, or by the 
ordinary of the place. 

IT Then shall follow the Sermon, or one of the Homilies 
already set forth, or hereafter to be set forth, by 
authority. 

IT Then shall the Priest return to the Lord's Table, and 
begin the Offertory, saying one or more of these Sen- 
tences following, as he thinketh most convenient in 
his discretion. 

Let your light so shine before men that they 
may see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven. St. Matt. v. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasure upon the 
earth ; where the rust and moth doth corrupt, 
and where thieves break through and steal r 
but lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven ; 
where neither rust nor moth doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through and steal. 
St. Matt. vi. 

Whatsoever ye would that men should do 
unto you, even so do unto them ; for this is 
the Law and the Prophets.

present and place it upon the holy Table.

ligion, and virtue. Give grace, O heavenly 
Father, to all Bishops and Curates, that they 
may both by their life and doctrine set forth 
Thy true and lively word, and rightly and 
duly administer Thy holy Sacraments : and to 
all Thy people give Thy heavenly grace ; and 
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especially to this congregation here present; 

that, with meek heart and due reverence, they 

may hear, and receive Thy holy Word ; truly 

serving Thee in holiness and righteousness all 

the days of their life.

of that Cup. For as the benefit is great, if 
with a true penitent heart and lively faith we 
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receive that holy Sacrament; (for then we 
spiritually eat the flesh of Christ, and drink 
His blood; then we dwell in Christ, and 
Christ in us; we are one with Christ, and 
Christ with us ;) so is the danger great, if we 
receive the same unworthily. For then we are 
guilty of the Body and Blood of Christ our 
Saviour; we eat and drink our own damna- 
tion, not considering the Lord's Body ; we 
kindle God's wrath against us; we provoke 
Him to plague us with divers diseases, and 
sundry kinds of death. Judge therefore your- 
selves, brethren, that ye be not judged of the 
Lord ; repent you truly for your sins past ; 
have a lively and stedfast faith in Christ our 
Saviour ; amend your lives, and be in perfect 
charity with all men ; so shall ye be meet par- 
takers of those holy mysteries. And above all 
things ye must give most humble and hearty 
thanks to God, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, for the redemption of the world 
by the death and passion of our Saviour Christ, 
both God and man; who did humble Him- 
self, even to the death upon the Cross, for us, 
miserable sinners, who lay in darkness and the 
shadow of death ; that He might make us the 
children of God, and exalt us to everlasting 
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life. And to the end that we should alway 
remember the exceeding great love of our 
Master, and only Saviour, Jesus Christ, thus 
dying for us, and the innumerable benefits 
which by His precious blood-shedding He 
hath obtained to us ; He hath instituted and 
ordained holy mysteries, as pledges of His 
love, and for a continual remembrance of 
His death, to our great and endless comfort.

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U Then shall this general Confession be made, in the 
name of all those that are minded to receive the holy 
Communion, by one of the Ministers ; both he and

11 Then shall the Priest, kneeling down at the Lord's 
Table, say in the name of all them that shall receive 
the Communion this Prayer following. 

We do not presume to come to this Thy 
Table, O merciful Lord, trusting in our own 
righteousness, but in Thy manifold and great 
mercies. We are not worthy so much as to 
gather up the crumbs under Thy Table. But 
Thou art the same Lord, whose property is 
always to have mercy : Grant us therefore, 
gracious Lord, so to eat the flesh of Thy dear 
Son Jesus Christ, and to drink His blood, that 
our sinful bodies may be made clean by His 
body, and our souls washed through His most 
precious blood, and that we may evermore 
dwell in Him, and He in us. Amen. 

11 When the Priest, standing before the Table, hath so 
ordered the Bread and Wine, that he may with the 
more readiness and decency break the Bread before 
the people, and take the Cup into his hands, he shall 
say the Prayer of Consecration, as followeth. 

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, who 
of Thy tender mercy didst give Thine only 
Son Jesus Christ to suffer death upon the Cross 
for our redemption ; who made there (by His 
one oblation of Himself once offered) a full, 
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perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblation, and 
satisfaction, for the sins of the whole world ; 
and did institute, and in His holy Gospel com- 
mand us to continue, a perpetual memory of 
that His precious death, until His coming 
again ; Hear us, O merciful Father, we most 
humbly beseech Thee ; and grant that we re-

IT Then shall the Minister first receive the Communion 
in both kinds himself, and then proceed to deliver the 
same to the Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, in like 
manner, (if any be present,) and after that to the 
people also in order, into their hands, all meekly 
kneeling. And, when he delivereth the Bread to any 
one, he shall say, 

The Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
was given for thee, preserve thy body and soul 
unto everlasting life. Take and eat this in 
remembrance that Christ died for thee, and 
feed on Him in thy heart by faith with thanks- 
giving. 

IT And the Minister that delivereth the Cup to any one 

shall say, 

The Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
was shed for thee, preserve thy body and soul 
unto everlasting life. Drink this in remem- 
brance that Christ's Blood was shed for thee, 
and be thankful. 

? If the consecrated Bread or Wine be all spent before 
all have communicated, the Priest is to consecrate 
more according to the Form before prescribed; be- 

S'nning at [Our Saviour Christ in the same night f 
c] for the blessing of the Bread ; and at [Likewise 
after Supper, &c] for the blessing of the Cup. 

IT When all have communicated, the Minister shall re- 
turn to the Lord's Table, and reverently place upon 
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it what remaineth of the consecrated Elements, cover- 
ing the same with a fair linen cloth. 

11 Then shall the Priest say the Lord's Prayer, the 
people repeating after him every Petition. 

Our Father, which art in heaven, Hallowed 
be Thy Name. Thy will be done in earth, As 
it is in heaven. Give us this day our daily 
bread. And forgive us our trespasses, As we 
forgive them that trespass against us. And 
lead us not into temptation ; But deliver us 
from evil: For Thine is the kingdom, The 
power, and the glory, For ever and ever. 
Amen. 

U After shall be said as followeth. 

O Lord and heavenly Father, we Thy hum- 
ble servants entirely desire Thy fatherly good- 
ness mercifully to accept this our. sacrifice of 
praise and thaiksgiving; most humbly beseech- 
ing Thee to grant, that by the merits and death 
of Thy Son Jesus Christ, and through faith in 
His blood, we and all Thy whole Church may 
obtain remission of our sins, and all other bene- 
fits of His Passion. And here we offer and pre- 
sent unto Thee, O Lord, ourselves, our souls 
and bodies, to be a reasonable, holy, and lively 
sacrifice unto Thee ; humbly beseeching Thee, 
that all we, who are partakers of this holy 
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Communion, may be fulfilled with Thy grace 
and heavenly benediction. And although we 
be unworthy, through our manifold sins, to offer 
unto Thee any sacrifice, yet we beseech Thee 
to accept this our bounden duty and service ; 
not weighing our merits, but pardoning our 
offences, through Jesus Christ our Lord ; by 
whom, and with whom, in the unity of the 
Holy Ghost, all honour and glory be unto Thee, 
O Father Almighty, world without end. Amen. 

Or this. 
Almighty and ever-living God, we most 
heartily thank Thee, for that Thou dost vouch- 
safe to feed us, who have duly received these 
holy mysteries, with the spiritual food of the 
most precious Body and Blood of Thy Son our 
Saviour Jesus Christ ; and dost assure us there- 
by of Thy favour and goodness towards us; and 
that we are very members incorporate in the 
mystical body of Thy Son, which is the blessed 
company of all faithful people ; and are also 
heirs through hope of Thy everlasting kingdom, 
by the merits of the most precious death and 
passion of Thy dear Son.
